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County opposes DNR buying land, 
stops short of injunction with lodges

County commissioners continue to 
be concemed over the DNR’s acquisi- 
tion of private property in Crawford 
County. The DNR purchased more 
than 1,500 acres during the past two 
years and are currently eyeing High 
Banks, a 305 acre ractalong the north 
branch of the AuSable River that has 
over a mile of river frontage. 

The DNR appears to be especially 
interested in property along the 
AuSable River. In 1989 the depart- 
ment purchased the Tructtner prop- 
erty, which includes 305 acres (3,200 
feet of river frontage) on the south 
branch of the AuSable River, and the 
1,176 acre Rayburn Estate (4,500 feet 
of river frontage) on the mainstream 
of the AuSable River was acquired in 
1990. The DNR also traded 80 acres 
of land for several river frontage lots 
on the north branch. 

Even though the DNR pays ad val- 
orem taxes On property it purchases 
through the Kammer Trust Fund, it 
usually sells off or demolishes any 
buildings on its newly acquired prop- 
erties, reducing the taxable value of 
the properties. The DNR purchased 
the Raybum Estate for $1.2 million

Heated discussions spark 
county board's meeting

County Commissioners engaged in 
a heated discussion at their Wednes- 
day, November 20, meeting regarding 
alleged leaking of information to the 
Bay City Times by members of the 
commission about the county’s inter- 
nal investigation of possible wrong- 
doings by a few officers in the 
Crawford County Sheriff Department. 

Commissioner Joseph Callewaert, 
holding acopy of the Times, demanded 
Commission chairman Robert 
McLachlan apologize for his. state- 
ment in the paper calling Callewaert 
irresponsible for missing the special 
meeting on November 14. McLach- 
lan refused. 

Commissioner Dennis Long said 
Callewaert made several radio state- 


ments on the subject, some of which 
Long said also bordered on “half 
truths” which Callewaert objected to 
in the Times articles. 

Commissioner Lee Riley objected 
to the vague accusations about leaked 
information, stating that he had never 
spoken to anyone from the media about 
the Sheriff Dept. investigation. 

Following the meeting, Sheriff 
Harold Hatfield said he was surprised 
that commissioners did not request the 
suspension of Undersheriff Tom Coors 
until the Michigan State Police com- 
pletes its investigation. 

“T thought that was what the special 
meeting on November 14 was all 
about,” said Hatfield. 

McLachlan said the board is wait-

dollars which had an assessed value of 
$545,000 prior to the sale. The as- 
sessed valuc dropped to $387,900 after 
the sale. The Truettner property sold 
for $515,000 and was assessed at 
$218,000. After ihe sale the state set 
the value of the land at $145,800. The 
same thing happened when the DNR 
purchased the 1,449 acre McArthur 
tract. Before the sale the property was 
assessed at $374,900 and $340,600 af- 
terwards. 

The DNR is not the only govenmen- 
tal agency purchasing private prop- 
erty in Crawford County. Wakeley 
Lake had anassessed value of $476,000 
before it was purchased by the U.S. 
National Forest Service. Now the 
county receives nothing. The Michi- 
gan Department of Military Affairs 
has also purchased 429.20 acres of 
private property over the lastten years. 

Besides the commissions’ concern 
about the county’s shrinking tax base, 
some Crawford County residents be- 
lieve the removal of many of these 
buildings robs the state of historical 
structures. The most recent example 
of this occurred on November 6, when 
the Michigan Natural Resources Com- 
mission (NRC) ordered the removal

andmark, known for nearly 50 years as the 


or demolition of the mansions on the 
Rayburn and Truettner properties. 

Crawford County commissioners 
went on record at their last meeting 
opposing the NRC's decision, butcame 
short of seeking an injunction to block 
the action. 

Instead they unanimously supported 
aGrayling Townshipresolution, which 
also opposes the NRC’s decision. The 
resolution states that the DNR ignored 
earlier requests by the township and 
Crawford County to refrain from tak- 
ing any action on the Rayburn Estate 
for one year to allow interested per- 
sons or organizations to pursue viable 
alternatives to the destruction of the 
buildings. By ignoring the two earlier 
formal resolutions, the Grayling 
Township resolution further states that 
the DNR ignored the best interests of 
all the residents of Crawford County. 

Commissioner Joseph Callewaert 
said deputy director for Region II John 
MacGregor went on record in an inter- 
departmental memo as early as Au- 
gust, 1990, as favoring tearing down 
the Truettner Lodge and questioned 
whether any altemative to tearing down 
the buildings was even considered. 

Callewaert made a motion to have

county prosecutor, John Huss, seck an 
injunction to stop any action by the 
DNR to destroy the lodges. He said 
the injunction was necessary to pre- 
serve the historical value of the lodges 
and prevent the negative impact the 
loss of the lodges would have on the 
local tax base. He said the injunction 
might also slow down the destruction 
of other luxury lodges along the river. 
The motion was defeated by a four to 
three vote, with commissioners Riley, 
Smock, and Callewaert voting in fa- 
vor of the injunction. 

Commissioner Loren Goodale 
called the Rayburn and Truetiner prop- 
erties a done deal and encouraged the 
board to put its efforts into curtailing 
future DNR purchases. 

In a letter to the NRC, dated No- 
vember 6, Commissioner Robert 
Smock stated that he “vehemently 
oppose any further purchases by the 
State of Michigan of private property 
in Crawford County.” Smock wrote 
that “The Kammer Trust Fund ap- 
pears to be the rich son of the NRC and 
the DNR the poor son,” and that unless 
the Kammer Trust Fund begins mak- 
ing provisions for the maintenance

Commissioners approve citizen's proposal 
to take over county animal shelter Jan. 1st

Crawford County commissioners 
voted on Wednesday, November 20, 
to accept former assistant animal 
control officer Dixie Lobsinger’s pro- 
posal to take over running the county 
animal shelter and operate it as a non- 
profit corporation. 

Commissioners voted in October to 
discontinue funding animal control 
and the county’s animal shelter begin- 
ning January 1, 1992, Both animal 
control officers were laid-off, Lobsin- 
ger immediately and animal control 
officer Marge Mathew on December 
31. 

Commissioners requested that as- 
sistant prosecutor David Sabin draw 
up a two-year contract between the 
county and Lobsinger by the commis- 


sions’ December 4 meeting, 

Commissioner Robert Smock said 
Lobsinger has already started the 
necessary paperwork to form a Michi- 
gannon-profitcorporation, establisha 
board of directors, put together by- 
laws and an operations manual, and 
set tentative hours for the new shelter, 
The new shelter will operate under the 
“non-profit umbrella” of Concerned 
Citizens for Animals’ (CCFA) tempo- 
rarily, 

“CCFA will not min the shelter, 
nor will it be responsible for its ex- 
penses,” said Lobsingey. “It will just 
act as an agent for the shelter until the 
proper paperwork to incorporate the 
shelter can be done.” 

Smock said financial concessions 
requested by Lobsinger include: 


—All equipment and supplies 
remain at the shelter when the county 
closes down, with the exception of the 
truck, 

~The county continue to pay for 
the heat, electricity, and liability in- 
surance. 

—80% of all dog license fees to be 
paid to the shelter monthly along with 
$1 for each license sold by the shelter. 

-—And the county pay the cost of 
purchasing dog licenses and continue 
to pay for dog license advertisements 
in the local paper in November and 
February. 

Lobsinger also asked the county 
to agree to have the shelter’s drugs 
stored at the Grayling Animal Hospi- 
tal instead of at the jail, assist with the 
installation of telephone service at the 


shelter with a separate line and an- 
swering machine, allow the new shel- 
ter to bury its animals at the landfill, 
now and in the future, even if itis sold, 
and finally, that euthanasia at the 
shelter be kept to a minimum during 
the exchange process. . 

The Animal Shelter of Crawford 
County will submit a quarterly and an- 
nual report to the board of commis- 
sioners, 

Commissioner Loren Goodale 
said the cost of the requested conces- 
sions will cast the county about $2,000 
annually, “quite a savings,” he said.

Members and coaches of the Che- 
boygan football team miraculously es- 
caped injury when the bus they were 
returning home in was struck head on 
by a van on I-75, north of Grayling in 
Maple Forest Township. 

Driver of the van, Richard Jamroz, 
38, of Detroit, and his dog were both 
killed. Jamroz was the only occupant 
in his vehicle. 

The accident occurred at about 8:15 
p.m. on Saturday, November 23. The 
Cheboygan football tearm was trav- 
elling north on I-75 when the driver of 
the bus, Joseph Tryban, 44, saw the 
van coming at the bus, travelling south 
on the northbound lane. Tryban

Crawford County to provide for trans- 
fer stations, landfill expansions, fair- 
grounds, tourist attractions, township 
parks, and fire stations. 

In response to the county’s claim 
that DNR land acquisitions are erod- 
ing the county’s tax base, MacGregor 
said the DNR arranged land trades 
which made it possible for Weyer- 
haeuser, Fox Run Golf Club, AJD

DNR Forester Jim McMillan said 
these properties, which once brought 
$2.50 per acre in swamp tax to the 
county, now generate more than a 
million dollars in taxes each year. 
McMillan said gas and oil exploration 
on state land also brings tax revenues 
to the county.

addresses subconuacting where laid- 
off employees are involved. 
Lobsinger said goals of the new 
shelter include establishing an annual 
rabies and distemper clinic, to enable 
Crawford County residents to vacci- 
nate their pets at a reasonable cost; 
establishment of a comprehensive 
community education program regard- 
ing the proper care of pets; and con- 
struction of an addition onto the exist- 
ing shelter that would provide more 
inside shelter for both cats and dogs as 
wellas badly needed quarantine cages.
